It is said that in the far-away ages 


-when men dwelt in cares, clad in skins 
of Tfild beasts, they played on a little 
flute of bone, and we know that at the 
earliest actual glimpse we have of our 
ancestors they played, sang and danced. 


These things are among the oldest,and 


those familiar to them are still to be seen 
in orchestras and bands of music. Of 
course ihe first implement ot any kind is 
that which is found in nature, read? 
jjj-.de—in stock, so to speak; or if any 
change has to be made, a very slight 
one. The canch shell was the arst horn, 
-with the mouth-piece,aecidentially made 
by the breakage "or the boring of some 
marine animal on the seasnore. 


In the pictures of Neptune mermaids, 


rcenaen and little fellows astride the 
backs of dolphins play upon these same 
shells, and the pictures were made long 
ago. when people loved the sea and im- 
agined it full of strange and beautiful 
beings- Even now it is used in the fish- 
ing villages to call the fishermen and 
sometimes to call the cattle home. 


As an instrument it has a merit pecu. 


liarly its own. It is nothing but a horn 
and has a single note. That note, how- 
ever is clear and sonorous. The mate- 
rial of which it is composed is hard and 
smooth, prepared slowly and carefully 
for a" dwelling by the creaiure once in- 
habiting it by layer upon layer of phos- 
phate of lime distilled from the waters 
of the ocean. When vacated it rolls 
around tenantiess upon the shore uatil 
-picked up and made over, this time into 
a horn. 
It was not long before another imple- 


ment of tune was found. It was a sun- 
pie bit of reed, across the open end- of 
•which a man might blow his breath and 


tie wild, tribes of Africa the tuiks of ele- 
pbaate are uied for horns. They an 
large, tafc.TV.and powerful ia sound aad 
are probably u*ed only for war, so per- 
fectly it .the- quality-of-the instrument 
associated with the purpose of its use. 
Those in the National 3Iuseum, among 
a large collection of new and old, are 
magnificent specimens. One is plain, 
but the other is highly ornamented after 
a barbaric fashion. 
Inasmuch as the 


cavity of the tusk does not- extend to the 
point, the mouthpiece is an orifice cut j 
through tke side near the extremity of j 
tha cavity. Through this the breath is j 
blown with a harsh reverberation. 
But j 


the curious feature of this horn is a first 
attempt at stops such as are largely used 
in flutes,and that is a single hole near the 
mouthpiece. 
This is covered by the 


savage thumb, which oa being removed 
gives - one-additional note. In the other 
specimen the point has been cut off 
down to the cavity and opening thus 
exposed is covered by the thumb. This 
-is-'-unproductive of music in the prooer 
sense, but blares signals of one or two 
alternate notes, and yet a savage dance 
and song are accompanied by it. Com- 
pare this with the possibilities of the 
Fan's pipes and we mav form some idea 
at tne difference in progress between, 
the races whose ancestors invented the 
latter, centuries ago, and the present 
status of the African negro. The trum- 
petings of the elephant from whom the 
tusks were taken were more musical.

ttl now an instrument may be tea. feet or 
more-long. --It *eem* that the length u 
of great Importance.

it in glass, earthenware, or china (never 
tin), pour over it plenty of benzine, twirl 
and shake about in it.

Everr particle of dirt will fall out. If 
too delicate for such handling, pin or 
sew upon a board covered with flannel,

these. Pour over all a cupful of drawn 
butter in which a raw egg has been 
stirred. 


Bacon and Sweet Potatoes—Fry ? 


dozen thin slices of breakfast bacon. 
Transfer them to a hot dish, and lay in 
the dripping from which you have just 
taken them half a dozen medium-sized 
sweet potatoes cut into ratner thick 
slices. Brown them slightly, and serve 
them heaped in tne middle of the dish 
-with the bacon laid around them. 


3Ence with Egg—Mince any kind of 


cold meet, season with pepper and salt 
and add a few bread crumbs. 
Cover the 


bottom of scollop shells or small saucers 
-with the meat, putting in each a bit of 
butter; break a fresh egg on top of each 
and set in a hot oven; when the egg be- 
gins to cook sprinkle a little cracker 
powder on it and* a dust of salt.

Cream Codfish—One pound fresh cod, 


one cup mashed potato, one cup milk, 
one tablespoonful batter, one tablespoon- 
ful flour; salt and pepper to taste. Boil 
the cod the day before it .is to oe used. 
A piece near the tail is solid, and is bet- 
ter for vour purpose than a thin slice. 
Flake it with a fork and add the mashed 
potato to it. 
Make a white sauce by 


cooking the batter and Sour together 
until it thickens and then stir in the 
milk. 
Cook until smooth, and then 


pour it over the fish and potato; season 


j to taste; leave on the fire until it is 
heated through aad serve. Cold, boiled 
or baked fish" of any sort can be warmed 
over in this way. 


French Creamed Fish—Proceed as

I was 
profoundly shocked, for I had received 
mv earliest impressions in a communi- 
ty the most virtuous. I believe, that 
ever existed. * * * In the Com- 
monwealth that built the first free 
school and the first college, I heard 
culture openly derided.

A Brazil, Ind., special says: The 
'Situation in the bituminous coal re- 
gions of Indiana, in which some 20,- 
•Doo miners on strike, is a gloomy one 
for the strikers, and its out come may 
bring the wolf to the door to the many 
Kliggers in the bowels of the earth. 
The Indiana strike is one of despera- 
tion, according to the stories of the 
old mine men, and certainly the out- 
look is one of pinching hunger, if not 
•actual starvation, cold and nakedness. 
Though their committeemen are try- 
ing to hide the fact, it is nevertheless 
true that many of the men and their 
families are already on the verge of 
starvation, subsisting on one meal a 
day, and have been doing so for two 
•weeks. 
The relief received thus far 
lias been very scant, and in some 
places the mine owners having under- 
taken to freeze them out by refusing 
•even to sell them coal. 
The mine 
operators say that the present strike is 
in violation of an agreement made by 
the men last spring not to ask for an 
•advance in wages for one year, and 
<and that in view of that fact they will 
not negotiate with the strikers. The 
latter say that the mine owners took 
advantage of them last spring when 
•they were not prepared for a strike, to 
force them into signing an unjust scale, 
•and in refusing to keep that contract 
any longer than necessary they are no 
more blamable than they would be to 
turn upon a highway robber whenever 
opportunity offered. 


They declare that the miners of In- 
diana have have been more oppressed 
a n d ground down than those of any 
other State in the Union; that their 
•wages have been less; that their con- 
dition was little better than those of 
Russian convicts in Siberian mines, 
and that they struck for more decent 
treatment in sheer desperation, prefer- 
ring starvation to further submission.

would then be closed by a mechanical 
contrivance. The tunnel would cost half 
as much as one of brick, and the com- 
pany offers to lay it in the lake in four 
months. It ha1* been estimated that the 
•construction of a brick tunnel would take 
four years. The Board of Control is dis- 
posed to favor the proposal.

on a valuation of §10,000 per acre. When 
I say the pecan exceeds these figures 
largely, I an? only saying what others 
•who xave investigated the profits on 
pecan-gic-^ing will conSnn. The pscan 
nut is a favorite everywhere. No fear ot 
orowing more than can be sold, for, ween 
the markets of the United States are sup- 
plied, the markets of Europe will be open 
for them. At one cent per pound they 
pay better than cotton will at tea cents 
per poaad. Ten acres in pecans (the 
Texas thin-sncll) will earn more clear 


than 500 will ia cotton."

*'Tho man who wiw In at tbo death of 
the last elk killed m Peanaylraoia died 
a fow days ago iu Potter County/^ said 
a former resident of that part of the 
I Keystone State. 
"His name was Ira 
Parmenter, aadho mustharo beca ninety 
yeara of age. 
Ho was bora 
near the 
forks of the Sinnamahoning, where his 
father, who came from Connecticut with 
his family before the close of the last 
"ccntufy, Was one of the first settlers. The 
old hunter just dead wns the last of his 
race. 
He had followed the life of a 
hunter and trapper until three years ago, 
when he became partially blind and wa« 
forced to hang up his viüe. He had lived 
•during the times when elk» wolves and 
panthers, all of them now extinct, were 
numerous in the Pennsylvania woods, 
and he, probably more than any of his 
contemporaneous woodsmen, 
aided in

he might have to fight to get his .sculps.

HOW TO DOUBLE THE VALUE OF MANUIIE, 


The chemists of some of our experi- 
ment stations have adopted the following 
trade values of the ingredients 
of fer- 
tilizers for tho present year 
Nitrogen, 
per pound in hair, horn shavings, and 
coarse fish scrap, seven cents; in ammonia 
salts, eighteen and a half cents. 
Phos- 
phoric acid, 
per pound 
insoluble in 
water, two 
cents; 
soluble in 
water, 
oight cents. 


Nitrogen is nitrogen, and phosphoric 
acid is phosphoric acid, but there is a 
great difference in their trade and manu- 
lial valuo according to their availability, 
A pound of insoluble nitrogen in coarso 
fish scrap is worth only seven cents, 
while a pound of soluble nitrogen is 
worth eighteen and a half cents, 
A 
pound of insoluble phosphoric 
acid is 
worth only two c^nts, while a pound of 
soluble phosphoric acid is worth eight 
cents. 
The whole 
vast business of 
manufacturing artificial fertilizers rests 
on tho discovery of a method of convert- 
ing insoluble phosphoric acid into solu- 
ble phosphoric acid. 
But the manufac- 
turers of fertilizers have not yet discov- 
ered any cheap method of conver.ting in- 
aoluble nitrogen into scJnble uitrogen.
